Mrs. Dodge and her attorneys made a 
trip to Washington and presented the peti 
tion to the Secretary, as the last resort, to 
prevent the proposed auction 
sition was for Mrs. Dodge to pay the full 
amount of duty at 60 per cent. on the 
pearls, which have a home value of about 
$63,000. The Secretary will not order any 
further evidence taken but will announce

his decision upon the testimony taken in 
the courts after he hears the arguments of 
the lawyers.

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Full Text of the Proposed New York 
State Optometry Law. 





\s told in the last issue of THE Cir 
LAR-WEEKLY, the opticians of the State 
of New York intend to resume their effort 
in order to secure legislation governing the 
practice of optometry in the state, and tl 
Optometry Bill, which was introduced 
the last session of the legislature, will ; 
be brought up for consideration with 
newed zeal and energy, on the part 
every interested optometrist 

B. B. Clark, president of the New Yor 
State Optical Society, has just sent out a 
brochure giving interesting facts about this 
bill. The full text of the bill, as contained 
in this pamphlet, entitled “An Oct to Define 
and Regulate the Practice of Optometry,” i

THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF NEw York, REeEprt 
SENTED IN SENATE AND ASSEMBLY, DO ENACT 
AS FOLLOWS 

Sec. 1. The practice of Optometry is defined 

to be the employment of any means other thar 

the use of drugs, for the measurement of the 


powers of vision and the adaptation of lenses for 
the aid thereof 

(Note:—lIt will be noticed that “‘otherwise than 
the use of drugs” is a part of this section whi 
does away with the contention advanced by some 
that the optician desires to use atropia.) 

The provisions of this act shall not be con 
trued to apply to physicians duly licensed 


practice medicine under the laws of this state, nor 
to persons who sell spectacles or eyeglasses 
prescription from any duly qualified optometrist 
or physician, nor to dealers in spectacles and eys« 
glasses, who neither practice nor profess to pra 
tice optometry. 

(Note:—It is impossible to legislate a man out 
of business, so it does not restrict any one from

selling glasses, but compels those who examine 


and pres ribe glasses to be competent to do so.) 

Sec. 2. The State Board of Regents is hereby 
1uthorized and directed on or before July 1, 1905 
to appoint a board of examiners in Optometry, 
which shall consist of five persons, who shall have 
been residents of thtis state actually engaged i!

ind members of the Optical Society of the State 
of New York

ciety shall nominate to said board of regents twice 
the number of examiners to be appointed, and 
thereafter similarly for each vacancy or new ap 
pointment The term of each member of id 
board shall be three years and until his success:

STANDS FOR MERIT 
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The New British Hall-Marks to be Placed 
on Foreign Gold and Silver. 





N the CrrcuLtar-WEEKLY of Aug. 24, 

was published the text of the British law, 
known as the “Bill to Amend the Law 
With Respect to the Hall-Marking of For- 
eign Plate,” passed July 15, in which it was 
ordained that all foreign plate shall be 
marked with such marks readily distin- 
guishable from any marks for the time be- 
ing used for the purpose of marking plate 
wrought or made in England, Scotland, or 
Ireland, as his Majesty may determine by 
Order in Council. 

At a Council held Oct. 24, it was de- 
termined that: 

“(1) The mark or marks to be stamped 
or marked upon any piate or article im- 
ported from foreign parts brought to an 
Assay Office in the United Kingdom to be 
assayed, stamped or marked shall be the 
mark or marks described in the first part 
of the schedule hereto: 

“(2) The statement in writing to be 
made by any person other than an officer 
of Customs who, after the thirty-first day 
of October, one thousand nine hundred and 
four, brings or causes to be brought any 
plate or article to be assayed, stamped and 
marked at an Assay Office shail be in the 
form set out in the second part of the 
schedule hereto. 

“Paar I. 

“On Foreign Gold Plate or Articles. 

“The Hall-mark particular to each Assay 
Office, as shown in Fig. 1 of the Appendix 
hereto; the carat value of the gold, together 
with the decimal equivalent of the carat 
value, as shown in Fig. 2 of the Appendix. 

“On Foreign Silver Plate or Articles. 

“The Hall-mark particular to each Assay 
Office, as shown in Fig. 1 of the Appendix 
hereto, together with the decimal equivalent 
of the standard value of the silver, as 
shown in Fig. 2 of the Appendix. 

“The mark for the annual date letter is 
to be added by each Assay Office after the 
mark for the particular Hall and the mark 
for standard. 

“Part II. 

“Statement to be made in writing by 
manufacturers, dealers, and others bringing 
or sending plate or other articles to be as- 
sayed and marked: 

I hereby certify and declare that all the above 
mentioned articles were (here set out whether 
wrought or made in England, Scotland or Ireland, 
or whether imported from foreign parts), or, 

I hereby certify and declare that the place of 
manufacture of the above-mentioned articles is un- 
known to me. 

“To be signed by a member of the firm, 
or, in the case of a company, by the man- 
aging director or secretary.” 

As will be seen from the illustrations 
published herewith the marks are similar 
to those authorized for foreign watch cases 
(see pp. 205-6, second edition of “Trade- 
Marks of the Jewelry and _ Kindred 
trades’), but omitting the word foreign. 
No mention is made of the maker’s mark 
which will probably be the same as now 
used: the initials of the Christian and sur- 
name. Thus the marks on sterling silver- 
ware imported into London, are: (1) 
Pheebus, in a flat oval; (2) .925, in a flat 
oval; (3) the date letter; (4) the maker's 
mark. For the /Britannia standard, the sec- 
ond mark would be .9584, in a flat oval

Local trade has been good latterly and the 
stores are beginning to assume a holiday aspect 
Owing to the continuance of fine weather and 
the disposition of the farmers to take advantage 
of the open season, trade in the country sections 
and throughout the west is hardly as good as usual, 
and the sorting up trade generally characteristic 
of November has been a little slack. The watch 
trade is not as brisk as last year, and a noticeable 
factor is the increasing competition of Swiss 
manufacturers, who have latterly got into this 
market more effectively than ever. In some cases 
the low-priced movements placed by the American 
houses on the European and Canadian markets to 
meet Swiss competition, have been purchased from 
Canadian houses and reshipped to the United 
States market. duty free. A feature of the de 
mand calculated to aid the competition of the 
Swiss manufacturers is the call for small-sized 
watches, and as the sizes are reduced the Swiss 
can meet the rivalry of American makes more 
successfully. Consequently there has been a 
falling off in the sale of the United States goods. 
The diminution in the output of lumber and the 
lower wages paid in this trade is resulting ‘in a 
falling off in the lines of watches bought by 
lumberers. The quality of goods selling this 
year is hardly so high as last season, and there is 
a feeling that the manufacture of high grade jew- 
elry has been rather overdone. The sale of me- 
dium and good clocks is falling off, but the de- 
mand for nickel and common clocks has _in- 
creased largely. The French have largely cap- 
tured the trade in fine mantel clocks. The prices 
of silverware which had weakened somewhat on 
account of competition, have been restored.

193 of the Act 
The appeal is ordered on the ground that 
the decision seems to be in direct conflict 
with G. A. 4,433 of May 25, 1899, wherein 
the Board held that certain miniature pen- 
knives provided with a loop for attaching 
them to a watch chain or guard and which 
were manifestly intended to be worn as 
charms were properly dutiable under the 
provisions for jewelry.

SUBJECT : 
The Right and the Wrong Way for the Jeweler 
to Advertise. 
— 








ET the jeweler call to mind at the very 
outset the history ana the traditions 
of his craft. He will recall that from the 
most ancient days the artificer in metals 
of the finer grades and the dealer in 
precious stones, by reason of their calling, 
held most prominent and dignified standing 
in every community they favored. During 
the middle ages and even up to modern 
times, to have risen to membership in the 
goldsmiths’ guilds was a distinction per se. 
So to-day, ranking with music and picture 
dealers, it becomes difficult to tell in his 
line where trade ends and art begins. 

This is true in both the mechanical and 
commercial branches of the industry, not- 
withstanding that modern methods have 
largely superseded the handicraft wares 
with the factory-made goods. The deduc- 
tion, therefore, is that the advertising of 
the jeweler should be of a distinctly higher, 
more artistic and more dignified cast than 
that which may be utilized in most other 
crafts or trades. 

For our purpose, let us divide advertis- 
ing into two heads, direct and indirect. 
The former will comprise all appeals to 
the public through the medium of type— 
the newspaper or other publications, the 
circular letter or booklet, the sign, and all 
their modifications. 

The second head will embrace all that 
has to do with the place of business, the 
store itself, the character, attractiveness 
and conduct of it, the character of the em- 
ployes, their neatness, their courtesy, the 
promptness of service and delivery, and 
all other details—the doing of which will 
endear the store to its customers, or the 
omission of which may be advantageous or 
the reverse. 

In direct advertising let the newspaper 
or other publication advertisement or an- 
nouncement be dignified, dainty and always 
of a pleasing rather than of a forcible 
character, more of insinuating than of vio- 
lent force; that is, as regards the wording. 

As regards the type-display, let it be 
ornate, but not too much so, artistic and 
elegant, with borders and ornaments of a 











“bargain” methods of the department 
store, or the hurrah tricks which might do 
for the dealer, in whatever line, who ex- 
pects to sell to people only once. On the 
other hand, do not be so distant that the 
public might infer that selling is only a 
secondary object. ir. Xx. GC. 
What Some Jewelers Say. 
RE you among the number who want 
a new watch? If so, here are a few 
substantial reasons why you should come 
to us for it. First, when we sell you a 
watch we put our reputation back of it. We 
are interested in the service as well as sim- 
ply selling it, for we realize that our future 
sales depend on the satisfaction our goods 
give. Secondly, we buy and sell more fine 





subdued rather than of a garish or pro- 
nounced kind. You must bear in mind al- 
ways that even if not addressing exclu- | 
sively the cultured and refined, you are 
speaking to the bulk of the public on their 
aesthetic side. 

As for prices, be careful not to mention 
too many of them nor too often. Make 
the main part or body of the ad. a gen- 
eral plea of the character above described. 
And where you do mention prices, display 
them secondarily. 

Your circulars and your booklets and 
all other methods employed should be in 
harmony with the foregoing. 

Regarding the second head, be careful to 
have your store attractive to all comers, 
but never let it degenerate into a place for 
lounging. It is enough if you let the pub- 
lic feel that you are always ready to wel- 
come them, but that your clerks and em- 
ployes are too busy to have you monopo- 
lize their time for any except legitimate 
purposes. 

To this end have your store scrupu- | 
lously clean, the goods and fixtures al- 
ways spick and span, never dusty, never 
stale, never tarnished. In Winter it should 
be warm, yet well ventilated; in Summer 
cool and inviting. Needless to say, all 
your employes should be well-groomed, 
prompt, industrious, anxious to please, 
never losing their temper, cheerful and 
able always to give all desirable relevant 
information. 

Your window display should make one 
of your best advertisements. It should 
always be so attractive as to draw the at- 
tention of the passer-by, compelling him 
to stop, even though he may have no pres- 
ent intention of buying. It should be 
changed frequently and made as original 
as possible. It is injudicious to display 
too many price-tickets or to display them 
too constantly. Show the price ticket when 
you have something special to offer, and 
its value will’ be obvious to most of the 








people. 
The wrong way for the jeweler to ad- 
vertise is either to adopt the cheap or

that was recently outlined in Ver 
chants’ Record and Show Window, Chicag: 
by Thos. F. Maher, who furnished the ac 
companying drawings and description. Mr 
Maher says: 

“My windows are closed in, but it was 
impossible to keep the warm air of the 
store out of them. When the weather was 
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cold the windows soon became steamed, 
and, shortly after, crystallized. My rem- 
edy was as follows: I got an elbow of 
stove pipe five inches in diameter. Then 
I cut a hole of this size in the window 
close to the glass and a corresponding hole 
below the floor of the window opening out 
on to the street, as shown in Fig. C. 
“Then I took two square pieces of tin 
and drew circles on them to fit the pipe, 
as shown by the dotted line in Fig. A, and 
cut the tin from the center to the circle, 


as marked in the same drawing. The 
points were then bent back and cut off to 
leave a flange of about one and a half 


inches, as shown in Fig. B. These pieces 
of tin were fitted to the holes in the floor 
and below the window, and the stove pipe 
was inserted, as indicated in Fig. C. Wire 
netting was placed over both holes, and 
this part of the ventilator was complete 
All that remained to be done was to cut a 
few holes at the top of the window to allow

FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES 

First of all, we must know the values of 
the two chief meridians, then when we come 
to transpose we know what values our new 
quantities must produce. The difference 
that is created in the component parts must 
be done with a cylinder, + or —, whose 
axis must coincide with the meridian we 
wish to retain unaltered, because the great- 
est value of any cylinder lies exactly at 
right angles to its axis. 

If these principles be fully understood all 
transpositions may be accomplished men- 
tally, without having to seek the aid of spe- 
cial rules and in optometrical practice it is 
not practical to stop and look up or think 
out a rule for the transposition that may 
have to be made, 

From transpositions one must next direct 
his attention to the subject of transmutation 
of dioptric values, the knowledge of which 
will be of much value in subjective testing. 

TRANSMUTING LENS VALUES. 

Transposing signifies the changing of a 
lens formula to a different form of combi- 
nation without disturbing the dioptric value 
in any way; transmuting signifies a chang- 
ing of formula and of dioptric power by 
combining a set of lenses in different ways 
In short, transposition means change of 
form only while transmutation signifies 
change of value as well as of form. 

Assuming that the laws governing trans- 
positions and transmutations are under- 
stood, we will proceed to make some cal- 
culations. 

Suppose, therefore, we have a + 2.00 D 
Cyl. axis 90° and add to it a + 0.25 D. Cyl. 
axis 90°, the result will be a + 2.25 D. Cyl. 
axis 90°; but should we place the + 0.25 D. 
Cyl. with its axis at 180°, we produce the 
sphero-cylindrical combination of + 0.25 D. 
Sph. = + 1.75 D. Cyl. axis 90°. The cause 
of this is that when we cross two generic 
cylinders of equal powers at right angles, 
we produce a sphere whose value is repre- 
sented by the either of the 
cylinders; but in the above case we use only 
a + 0.25 Cyl. axis 90° out of the + 2.00 D.

The Legal Aspects of Legislation. 


(Address delivered Nov. 2, before the Illinois Op 
tical Society, at Chicago, by Frepertck W. 
Moore, Minneapolis, Minn.)

ESTIGATION has shown that certain 
states in our Union have established a 
law in relation to the practice of optometry. 
Among the number, South Dakota passed 
such a law at its 8th legislative session, 
which was concluded March 16, 1903, and 
this act will be found by reference to the 
Session Laws of that state on page 174, 
chapter 130. In that law the practice ot 
optometry is described as follows: 

The employment of subjective and objective me 
chanical means to determine the accommodative 
and refractive states of the eye and the scope of 
its functions in general. 

Under section 5 of that act, we find this 
language: 

Every person before beginning to practice op- 
tometry in this state, after the passage of this 
act, shall pass an examination before said board 
oft examiners, etc. 

Under section 6 of the same act, the fol- 
lowing language occurs: 

Every person who is residing and engaged in 
the practice of optometry in the state of North 
Dakota at the time of the passage of this act, 
shall, within six months thereafter, file an afh- 
lavit in proof thereof with said board, who shall 
make and keep record of such person, and shall
